Survivors Brought 


Back From Greenland 


W ESTO VER A IR FO R C E BASE. 
Mass. f'-An Air Force evacuation 
plane landed here early today with 
four injured Canadians and the 
body of a fifth who died a few 
hours earlier after all had survived 
a plane crash in Greenland. 
The five were the only survivors 
of 15 aboard a U 
S. Air Force 
Globemaster which 
crashed and 
burned during an emergency land­ 
ing at Thule. Greenland, Sunday. 
< None of the dead was from Mich­ 
igan.) 
The plane crash took the lives of 
the eight-man crew of the Ameri­ 
can Air Force’s C124 and two of 
seven Canadian civilians aboard. 
Maj. Alden G. Glauch of Tra­ 
verse City. Mich., pilot of the evac­ 
uation plane, pushed his medically- 
equipped craft to an average of 
about 302 miles per hour in making 
the round trip between Westover 
and Thule in 18*2 hours. The 3.000- 
mile trip normally takes 24 hours.
